Most  of  the  Mills  are  running  their  own  Canteens  and  these 
should  he  encouraged  and  used  more  than  they  are  hy  the  workers.  In 
addition  special  catering  should  he  adopted  for  patients  suffering 
from  Duodenal  Ulcer,  Diabetes,  Nephritis,  etc, ,  and  so  reduce  the 
absenteeism  due  to  sickness  from  these  complaints. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  row  provide  dinners  for  the  scholars 
and  this  also  is  to  he  highly  commended.

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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ORDER. 

This  order  received  special  attention  during  the  year. 

27  inspections  were  made  to  premises  alleged  to  he  infested 
and  each  case  was  dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Operator  with  a  dog 
and  two  ferrets. 

In  cases  inaccessible  to  the  dog  and  ferrets  sausage  rusk 
to  which  is  added  Zinc  Phosphide  was  used. 

537  rats  v/ere  destroyed  during  the  year. 

The  treatment  of  the^sewtsrs  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pood  Infestation  Department  was  continued  during  the 
year,  the  Ministry  allowing  a  grant  towards  the  cost  of  treatment. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD. 

All  the  activities  associated  with  the  inspection  and  supervision 
of  food  have  been  closely  watched  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during 
the  year. 


No.  of  Bakehouses  on  register  December,  1947  -  14

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  and  36 
visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  it  during  the  year  and  no 
complaint  was  noted. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  BTC. 

1947  was  more  or  less  a  normal -year  apart  from  p  mild  epidemic 
of  Measles. 

76  Cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  type 
was  mild  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

2  Cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  reported.  Both  cases 
were  of  the  mild  type  and  recovered  without  any  paralysis. 

3  Cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Bortnightly  clinics  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  for  immunisation 
and  142  pre-school  children  and  54-  school  children  were  immunised 
by  me  during  the  year.
